Resolution  approving  ttie  form  of  and  autiiorizing  the  distribution  of  a  preliminary  official 
statement  relating  to  the  issuance  of  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  general  obligation 
refunding  bonds  and  authorizing  the  preparation,  execution  and  delivery  of  a  final  official 
statement;  acknowledging  the  receipt  of  certain  information  relating  to  such  refunding 
bonds;  ratifying  the  approvals  and  terms  and  conditions  of  a  previous  resolution;  and 
related  matters. 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  Section  9.1 09  of  the  Charter  (the  "Charter")  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  {the  "City"),  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  (the  "Board")  is 
authorized  to  provide  for  the  issuance  of  general  obligation  refunding  bonds  which  are 
expected  to  result  in  net  debt  service  savings  to  the  City  on  a  present  value  basis,  calculated 
as  provided  by  ordinance;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  the  terms  of  Resolution  No.  272-04,  adopted  by  the  Board  on 
May  11,  2004,  and  approved  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  on  May  13,  2004  (the  "2004 
Resolution"),  the  Board  authorized  the  issuance  of  not  to  exceed  $800,000,000  aggregate

WHEREAS,  In  the  2004  Resolution  the  Board  approved  the  forms  and  execution  and 
delivery  of  documents  related  to  the  Refunding  Bonds  and  authorized  and  directed  the 
Director  of  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Public  Finance,  now  known  as  the  Office  of  Public  Finance 
(the  "Director"),  to  determine  which  issues  of  outstanding  General  Obligation  Bonds  shall  be 
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refunded  from  proceeds  of  Refunding  Bonds  and  to  provide  for  the  sale  of  any  series  of 
Refunding  Bonds  using  the  approved  forms  of  such  documents  and  subject  to  certain  terms 
and  conditions;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Among  other  matters,  the  2004  Resolution  included  a  provision  approving 
the  form  of  a  preliminary  official  statement  relating  to  the  Refunding  Bonds  (the  "2004 
Preliminary  Official  Statement')  and  directed  the  submission  of  a  draft  of  any  subsequent 
preliminary  official  statement  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  together  with  an  estimate  of  projected 
net  present  value  savings  with  respect  to  the  issuance  of  such  series  of  Refunding  Bonds  and 
an  estimate  of  the  costs  of  issuance  incident  to  such  issuance  (the  "Director  Estimates"),  all 
not  less  than  1 5  days  prior  to  the  date  of  publication  of  such  preliminary  official  statement; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  In  2004  the  City  issued  $21 ,930,000  of  the  Refunding  Bonds;  and 
WHEREAS,  In  October  2006  and  December  2006  the  City  issued  two  series  of 

Refunding  Bonds  in  the  respective  aggregate  principal  amounts  of  $90,690,000  and 

$66,565,000;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Director  has  determined  to  undertake  the  issuance  of  one  or  more 
additional  series  of  Refunding  Bonds  (the  "2008  Refunding  Bonds"),  under  the  authority 
granted  by  and  subject  to  the  terms  and  conditions  set  forth  in  the  2004  Resolution;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  the  time  since  the  Board  approved  the  form  and  authorized  the

RESOLVED  By  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  as 
follows: 

Section  1 .  Recitals.  All  of  the  recitals  herein  are  true  and  correct. 

Section  2.  Official  Statement.  The  Controller  of  the  City  (the  "Controller")  is  hereby 
authorized  and  directed,  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney,  to  prepare  a  preliminary  official 
statement  relating  to  the  2008  Refunding  Bonds.  The  form  of  2008  Preliminary  Official 
Statement  is  hereby  approved  with  such  changes,  additions,  amendments  or  modifications 
made  in  accordance  with  Section  3  hereof.  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  cause  the 
distribution  of  the  2008  Preliminary  Official  Statement  in  connection  with  the  2008  Refunding 
Bonds,  deemed  final  for  purposes  of  Rule  15c2-12  of  the  Securities  and  Exchange  Act  of 
1 934,  as  amended,  and  to  sign  a  certificate  to  that  effect.  The  Controller  is  hereby  further 
authorized  and  directed  to  prepare  and  sign  a  final  Official  Statement  for  the  2008  Refunding 
Bonds.  The  Co-Financial  Advisors  to  the  City  (the  "Co-Financial  Advisors"),  under  the 
direction  of  the  Director,  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  cause  to  be  printed  and 
mailed,  or  distributed  electronically,  to  prospective  bidders  or  purchasers,  as  appropriate,  for 
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the  2008  Refunding  Bonds,  copies  of  the  2008  Preliminary  Official  Statement  and  the  final 
Official  Statement  relating  to  such  2008  Refunding  Bonds. 

Section  3.  Modifications  to  Preliminary  Official  Statement.  The  Controller  is  further 
authorized,  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney,  to  approve  and  make  such  changes, 
additions,  amendments  or  modifications  to  the  2008  Preliminary  Official  Statement  or  the  final 
Official  Statement  described  in  Section  2  as  may  be  necessary  or  advisable  (provided  that 
such  changes,  additions,  amendments  or  modifications  shall  be  consistent  with  the  conditions 
set  forth  in  Section  1  of  the  2004  Resolution).  The  approval  of  any  change,  addition, 
amendment  or  modification  to  the  2008  Preliminary  Official  Statement  or  the  final  Official 
Statement  shall  be  evidenced  conclusively  by  the  delivery  of  the  2008  Preliminary  Official 
Statement  and  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the  final  Official  Statement. 

Section  4.  Estimates.  The  Board  acknowledges  the  receipt  of  the  Director  Estimates 
from  the  Director,  and  further  acknowledges  that  the  documents  submitted  in  connection  with 
this  resolution  satisfy  the  requirements  of  Section  14  of  the  2004  Resolution.

Resolution  ^thorizlng  a  Memorandum  of  Agreement  Between  the  Treasure  Island 
Development  Authority  and  the  San  Francisco  County  Transportation  Authority  for 
Project  Management  Services  and  Consultant  Services  for  the  Preparation  of  a  Project 
Report  and  Environmental  Document  for  the  Verba  Buena  Island  Ramps  in  an  Amount 
Not  to  Exceed  $3,000,000. 


WHEREAS,  Treasure  Island  was  selected  for  closure  and  disposition  by  the  Base 
Realignment  and  Closure  Commission  in  1993,  acting  under  Public  Law  101-510,  and  its 
subsequent  amendments;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  May  2,  1997,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  passed  Resolution  No.  380-97, 
authorizing  the  Mayor's  Treasure  Island  Project  Office  to  establish  a  nonprofit  public  benefit 
corporation  known  as  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  ("TIDA")  to  act  as  a  single 
entity  focused  on  the  planning,  redevelopment,  reconstruction,  rehabilitation,  reuse  and 
conversion  of  former  Naval  Station  Treasure  Island  (the  "Base")  for  the  public  interest, 
convenience,  welfare  and  common  benefit  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Under  the  Treasure  Island  Conversion  Act  of  1997,  which  amended 
Section  33492.5  of  the  California  Health  and  Safety  Code  and  added  Section  2.1  to  Chapter 
1333  of  the  Statutes  of  1968  (the  "Act"),  the  California  legislature  (i)  designated  TIDA  as  a 
redevelopment  agency  under  California  redevelopment  law  with  authority  over  the  Base  upon 
approval  of  the  City's  Board  of  Supervisors,  and,  (ii)  with  respect  to  those  portions  of  the  Base 
which  are  subject  to  the  Tidelands  Tru§t;  vestedin  TIDA  the  authority  to  administer  the  public 
trust  for  commerce,  navigation  and  fisheries  as  to  such  property;  and. 
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WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  approved  the  designation  of  TIDA  as  a 
redevelopment  agency  for  Treasure  Island  in  1998;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  United  States  Navy  currently  owns  the  on-  and  off-ramp  connections 
to  Verba  Buena  Island  from  Interstate  80,  the  San  Francisco-Oakland  Bay  Bridge,  and, 
because  Federal  law  prohibits  the  Navy  from  "improving"  surplus  property,  the  Navy  cannot 
repair  or  replace  the  ramps  as  part  of  the  transfer  of  the  Base  property  to  TIDA;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Current  State  designs  for  the  new  Eastern  Span  of  the  Bay  Bridge 
("Eastern  Span")  include  construction  of  one  new  ramp  connecting  the  Bay  Bridge  to  Verba 
Buena  Island  and  reuse  of  three  other  existing  ramps  that  do  not  meet  current  State  design 
and  safety  standards;  and, 

WHEREAS,  An  October  2003  Memorandum  of  Understanding  between  TIDA  and  the 
State,  acting  through  Caltrans,  indicated  that,  among  other  things,  (i)  the  State  and  City 
agreed  to  seek  and  support  any  legislative  changes  necessary  to  provide  for  State  ownership 
of  all  connections  to  the  Eastern  Span,  and  (ii)  the  State  agreed  to  ensure  that  there  are  safe 
and  reliable  connections  between  the  Eastern  Span  and  Verba  Buena  Island  in  both 
eastbound  and  westbound  directions,  consistent  with  State  design  standards;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  October  2007,  the  Governor  signed  Senate  Bill  163,  which:  (i)  requires 
Caltrans  to  work  in  cooperation  with  TIDA  and  the  San  Francisco  County  Transportation 
Authority  {"SFCTA")  on  the  design  and  engineering  of  replacement  ramps  connecting  Verba 
Buena  Island  to  the  Bay  Bridge  and  to  ensure  that  the  design  of  the  ramps  is  compatible  with 
the  design  of  the  new  Eastern  Span;  (ii)  authorizes  Caltrans,  upon  the  transfer  to  TIDA  from 
the  Federal  Government  of  the  ramp  connections,  to  accept  from  TIDA  title,  easements,  and 
other  interests  in  land  necessary  for  the  State  to  own  and  operate  one  or  more  of  the  ramps; 
(iii)  makes  transfer  of  a  ramp  from  TIDA  to  the  State  contingent  upon  completion  of  work  on 
the  ramp  in  accordance  with  specified  standards;  and  (iv)  requires  a  Project  Study  Report 
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("PSR")  on  the  reconstruction  of  the  Yerba  Buena  Island  ramps  to  be  finalized  by 
December  31 ,  2008,  requires  the  SFCTA  to  be  the  lead  agency  for  the  development  of  the 
PSR,  and  requires  the  SFCTA  to  work  in  coordination  with  TIDA,  the  Office  of  Economic  and 
Workforce  Development  ("OEWD"),  and  the  Bay  Area  Toll  Authority;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  PSR  for  the  Yerba  Buena  Island  ramps,  which  was  prepared  by  the 
SFCTA  in  coordination  with  TIDA,  OEWD  and  Caltrans,  was  approved  and  signed  by  Caltrans 
District  04  on  December  19,  2007;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  PSR  evaluates  several  ramp  design  alternatives  and  recommends 
two  project  alternatives,  and  a  no-build  alternative,  to  be  further  studied  and  analyzed  in  the 
Project  Report/Environmental  Document  phase  of  the  proposed  improvement  or  replacement 
of  the  Yerba  Buena  Island  ramps  (the  "YBI  Ramps  Project");  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  project  development  process  for  the  YBI  Ramps  Project  consists  of  a 
two-phase  effort  with  Phase  1  consisting  of  the  conceptual  engineering,  Project  Report  ("PR") 
and  Environmental  Document  ("ED"),  and  Phase  2  being  the  final  design  and  preparation  of 
Plans,  Specifications/Special  Provisions  and  Estimate  ("PS&E");  and, 

WHEREAS,  Completion  of  the  PR  and  ED  on  a  timely  basis  is  imperative  so  that  the 
new  ramps  designs  can  be  incorporated  into  the  Eastern  Span  Seismic  Safety  Project  for  the 
Bay  Bridge;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Article  V,  Section  2(k)  of  TIDA's  Bylaws  authorizes  TIDA  to  contract  with 
governmental  agencies,  including  without  limitation,  any  department,  commission  or  agency  of 
the  City,  for  the  performance  of  services  in  furtherance  of  and  related  to  the  purposes  of  TIDA; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  TIDA  has  asked  SFCTA,  in  its  capacity  as  the  City's  Congestion 
Management  Agency,  to  (i)  lead  the  effort  to  prepare  and  obtain  approval  of  the  PR  and  ED 
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for  the  YBI  Ramps  Project  and  (ii)  provide  the  upfront  funding  for  the  staff  and  consultant 
costs  related  to  this  effort;  and, 

WHEREAS,  SFCTA  issued  a  Request  for  Proposals  {RFP  07/08-03)  dated  March  7, 
2008  (the  "RFP"),  for  professional  consultant  services  to  provide  the  necessary  engineering 
and  environmental  services  to  prepare  the  PR  and  ED  and  obtain  the  environmental 
clearance  and  project  approval  of  the  YBI  Ramps  Project;  and, 

WHEREAS,  TIDA  is  seeking  approval  of  a  Memorandum  of  Agreement  between  TIDA 
and  the  SFCTA  under  which  (i)  the  SFCTA  will  provide  staff  support  and  project  management 
oversight  in  connection  with  the  VBI  Ramps  Project  and  enter  into  a  contract  with  the 
consultant  selected  under  the  RFP  for  preparation  of  the  PR/ED.  and  (ii)  TIDA  will  reimburse 
the  SFCTA  for  the  administrative,  project  management  and  consultant  costs  incurred  by 
SFCTA  relating  to  the  YBI  Ramps  Project  and  the  completion  of  the  PR/ED  in  an  amount  not 
to  exceed  $3,000,000,  together  with  interest  on  such  reimbursable  costs  at  the  City

Practices] 

Resolution  condemning  Chevron  Corporation  for  a  systematic  pattern  of  ethically 
questionable  investments,  complicity  in  human  rights  abuses,  and  environmental 
devastation  in  countries  and  communities  in  which  it  operates. 

WHEREAS,  Chevron  Corporation  is  a  California  based  company  profiteering  off  of  the 
war  in  Iraq,  and  facing  serious  questions  about  its  human  rights  and  environmental  record  in 
countries  such  as  Ecuador,  Burma,  Nigeria,  Canada,  and  Angola,  as  well  as  in  the  United 
States,  including  Alaska  and  here  locally  in  Richmond,  California;  and, 

WHEREAS,  From  1964  to  1992  Texaco  (now  Chevron)  built  and  operated  oil 
exploration  and  production  facilities  in  the  northern  region  of  the  Ecuadorian  Amazon,  and 
systematically  dumped  18  billion  gallons  of  toxic  waste  directly  into  the  rainforest,  and 
Chevron  is  a  defendant  in  a  class-action  lawsuit  in  Lago  Agrio,  Ecuador  where  thousands  of 
rainforest  dwellers  are  seeking  clean-up  damages;  and, 

WHEREAS,  A  court-appointed  expert  in  the  Lago  Agrio  trial  in  Ecuador  recently  issued 
a  report  to  the  judge  recommending  that  Chevron  be  held  liable  for  damages  of  up  to  16 
billion  dollars,  representing  the  cost  of  environmental  remediation  as  well  as  an  "unjust 
enrichment"  penalty  for  the  billions  of  dollars  saved  by  Texaco  (now  Chevron)  by  deliberately 
using  inadequate  environmental  controls  in  Ecuador;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Chevron  has  been  implicated  in  a  disturbing  pattern  of  threats  and 
corruption  in  the  environmental  trial  out  of  Ecuador,  and  the  contractual  ties  between  Chevron 
and  the  Ecuadorian  military  strongly  suggest  that  Chevron  is  responsible  for  the  surveillance 
and  threats  against  plaintiffs'  representatives,  which  were  in  some  cases  perpetrated  by 
identified  military  officers;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  intimidation  of  the  plaintiffs  has  become  so  intense  that  the  Inter- 
American  Commission  on  Human  Rights  of  the  Organization  of  American  States,  has  granted 
a  petition  requesting  precautionary  measures  from  the  Ecuadorian  government,  the  United 
Nations  Secretary  General's  Special  Representative  on  Human  Rights  Defenders,  Hina  Jilani, 
has  written  a  letter  to  the  Ecuadorian  government  urging  it  to  prosecute  the  perpetrators  and 
protect  the  plaintiffs  and  their  legal  team;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Chevron  is  accused  of  polluting  land  and  water  resources  in  its  ongoing 
operations  in  the  Niger  Delta,  and  four  Nigerian  plaintiffs  are  suing  Chevron  in  San  Francisco 
federal  court  over  a  1998  incident  in  which  Nigerian  military  and  police  paid  by  Chevron  and 
using  Chevron  helicopters  shot  and  tortured  villagers  who  protested  Chevron's  oil  activities  in 
the  desperately  poor  Niger  delta;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Chevron's  activities  in  Richmond,  California  have  been  the  subject  of 
ongoing  controversy.  The  EPA  reported  almost  300  pollutant  spills  from  Chevron's  Richmond 
refinery  from  2001  to  2003  alone.  These  are  highly  toxic,  often  cancerous  chemicals  spilling 
directly  into  residential  communities.  The  EPA  lists  the  refinery  in  "significant  noncompliance" 
for  air  pollution  standards  and  toxic  flaring  is  a  regular  occurrence.  Deadly  accidents  are  a  far 
too  common  occurrence,  including  massive  explosions  and  fires.  Richmond's  cancer  and 
child-asthma  rates  exceed  area,  state  and  national  averages;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Chevron's  2007  SEC  10K  tax  filing  states  that  the  company  intends  to 
continue  the  "design  and  engineering  for  a  project  to  increase  the  flexibility  to  process  lower 
^.RUgf:av-ity-^r4Jde-^jJ^UtsJ^ichmond^aJifornia4--efinervt.-Lower--ARJ-g  — 
crude  which  is  more  laden  with  toxins  and  pollutants.  Chevron  is  telling  Richmond  residents 
that  it  does  not  intend  to  burn  heavier  crude  in  Richmond.  Chevron  has  refused  to  embrace 
new,  cleaner  technology  in  Richmond.  Heavier  grade  crude  oil  will  require  more  heat  and 
pressure  and  result  in  more  pollution,  potentially  increasing  dangerous  emissions  from  the 
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refinery  by  an  estimated  800  tons  per  year,  according  to  Communities  for  a  Better 
Environment.  Chevron  is  currently  expanding  its  production  in  tieavy  crude  areas  such  as  the 
tar  sands  of  Canada;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Chevron  has  been  an  early  and  eager  profiteer  of  the  Iraq  war. 
Representatives  of  Chevron  took  part  in  the  Cheney  Energy  Task  Force  meetings  that 
included  the  close  investigation  of  Iraq's  oil  fields  and  oil  productive  capacity.  Chevron  was 
one  of  the  first  corporations  to  win  marketing  contracts  for  Iraqi  oil  following  the  war.  Chevron 
has  continued  regular  negotiations  with  Iraq  in  pursuit  of  contracts  while  the  Bush 
administration  pressures  the  Iraqis  to  pass  the  Iraq  Oil  Law  that  would  all  but  privatize  Iraq's 
oil  system,  opening  at  least  two-thirds  of  Iraq's  oil  to  foreign  companies  with  20-35  year 
contracts.  If  the  Bush  administration  and  Chevron  are  successful,  the  U.S.  military  will  likely 
be  mired  in  Iraq  for  decades;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Chevron  is  a  leading  producer  in  the  Alberta  tar  sands  and  currently  has 
plans  to  spend  an  additional  two  billion  dollars  to  expand  its  tar  sands  production.  Mining  and 
extraction  of  the  Alberta  tar  sands  has  extreme  environmental  and  social  costs.  Tar  sand 
production  generates  almost  three  times  more  global  warming  pollution  than  does 
conventional  oil  production;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Chevron,  through  its  takeover  of  Unocal  in  2005,  is  a  partner  with  the 
military  regime  of  Burma  in  the  notorious  Yadana  natural  gas  pipeline  project  which  involved 
mass  forced  labor  and  other  human  rights  abuses,  committed  by  the  army  on  Unocal's  behalf. 
_MoxeQveiJ^.eyjjDj[Lj^j^^ 
Yadana  project  funnels  tens  of  millions  of  dollars  to  the  regime,  money  the  military  needs  to 
retain  its  stranglehold  on  power;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  devastation  of  the  May  2,  2008,  tropical  cyclone  Nargis  natural 
disaster,  was  compounded  by  the  criminal  negligence  of  Burma's  military  regime,  the  refusal 
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to  allow  relief  aid  and  workers  prompt  access,  and  going  through  with  the  May  10th  election 
during  this  tragedy  while  criminalizing  opposition  to  the  referendum.  Burma's  military  regime 
relies  heavily  on  the  oil  and  gas  sector  to  sustain  itself  in  power.  In  its  latest  report,  the  New 
York  based  Human  Rights  Watch  (HRW)  pointed  out  that  billions  of  dollars  generated  by  the 
oil  projects  in  Burma,  which  involved  at  least  27  companies  from  13  countries,  helped  to  fund 
the  military  without  bringing  benefits  to  ordinary  people.  California-based  U.S.  oil  giant 
Chevron  is  one  major  player  cited  in  the  HRW  list.  This  foreign  investment  provides  a  crucial 
source  of  support  to  the  junta,  allowing  it  to  ignore  demands  that  it  returns  Burma  to  civilian 
rule  and  end  human  rights  abuses.  The  regime  earned  approximately  $2.16  billion  in  2006 
from  the  Chevron's  investment,  Yadana  Gas  Pipeline  project  that  channels  Burma's  gas  to 
Thailand,  allowing  the  regime  to  tighten  its  grip  on  the  power  greatly  oppressing  its  people 
and  the  opposition  forces;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  2002,  the  Angolan  government  fined  Chevron  two  million  dollars  for  oil 
spills  from  a  pipeline  that  polluted  beaches  and  damaged  fishing  in  the  Cabinda  region;  and, 

WHEREAS,  in  Pandacan,  Philippines,  oil  depots  partially  owned  by  Chevron  threaten 
the  health  and  safety  of  over  84,000  residents.  In  February  2008,  following  a  deadly  tanker 
explosion,  the  Philippine  Supreme  Court  reaffirmed  its  decision  to  uphold  a  city  ordinance 
forcing  closure  and  relocation  of  the  oil  depots,  citing  the  need  to  protect  residents  from 
"catastrophic  devastation."  Despite  community  opposition  to  the  depots.  Chevron  has  yet  to 
comply;  now,  therefore,  be  it

Resolution  supporting  California  Enterprise  Zone  Designation  for  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco. 

WHEREAS,  The  State  of  California  Enterprise  Tax  Incentive  Program  (also  know  as 
the  California  Enterprise  Zone  Program)  is  an  economic  development  program  that  offers 
businesses  located  in  economically  distressed  areas  special  tax  credits  and  incentives  in

property;  4)  net  interest  deduction  for  lenders;  5)  preference  points  on  state  contracts;  and  6) 
rollover  of  unused  Enterprise  Zone  tax  credits  to  future  tax  years.

Resolution  outlining  the  Board  of  Supervisor's  ("the  Board")  commitment  to 
eliminating  health  disparities  and  adopting  the  Leading  Health  Indicators  set  by 
Healthy  People  2010  as  the  basis  for  public  health  priority-setting  and  decision-making. 

WHEREAS,  current  research  demonstrates  that  racial  and  ethnic  health  disparities  and 
their  underlying  determinants  are  important  policy  issues,  therefore,  The  San  Francisco  Board 
of  Supervisors  is  committed  to  the  health  of  all  San  Franciscans,  and; 

WHEREAS,  through  this  commitment  the  Board  will  continue  to  address,  reduce,  and 
eliminate  all  health  disparities  that  affect  San  Franciscans  especially  our  most  vulnerable 
populations  as  defined  by  race/ethnicity,  socio-economic  status,  geography,  gender,  age, 
disability  status,  risk  status  related  to  sex  and  gender,  and  among  other  populations  identified 
to  be  at-risk  for  health  disparities;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  Bayview  Hunters  Point  community  and  southeastern  neighborhoods 
are  primarily  African  Americans  communities,  the  Asian/Pacific  Islander  and  Latino 
populations  are  growing.  Poverty  is  a  major  issue,  with  nearly  22%  of  Bayview  Hunters  Point's 
residents  living  below  the  poverty  line;  and, 

WHEREAS,  poorer  neighborhoods  are  more  vulnerable  to  external  factors  that  are 
detrimental  to  health.  Pollution  and  poor  housing  can  exacerbate  many  preexisting  health 
problems.  In  the  United  States,  low-income  and  predominantly  African  American  and  people 
of  color  neighborhoods,  such  as  Bayview  Hunters  Point,  are  often  disproportionately  laden 
with  greater  concentrations  of  hazardous  environmental  conditions  such  as:  contaminated  soil 
and  water,  industrial  emissions,  and  exhaujst  from  motor  vehicle^  and,

WHEREAS,  despite  the  great  advancements  in  health  and  healthcare,  African 
Americans  and  people  of  color  are  experiencing  poorer  health  resulting  in  higher  levels  of

WHEREAS,  African  Americans  die  younger  and  more  frequently  than  other  ethnic 
groups  in  San  Francisco.  According  to  a  2007  study  done  by  San  Francisco  Department  of 
Public  Health  utilizing  the  local  death  registry  to  measure,  rank  and  monitor  premature  death 
for  almost  every  leading  cause  of  premature  death  in  men  and  women,  African  Americans  had 
the  highest  age  standardized  years  of  life  lost  compared  to  other  ethnic  groups;  and 

WHEREAS,  from  1996-2003  the  frequency  of  premature  mortality  among  black 
embryos/infants  versus  embryos/infants  other  races  is  more  than  double  other  races  in  San 
Francisco  the  Bay  Area,  and  the  State  of  California;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  prevalence  of  obesity  and  related  diseases  among  Latino  and  African 
Americans  is  more  than  twice  the  prevalence  among  white  San  Franciscans.   In  the 
Southeastern  neighborhoods  there  the  lack  of  access  to  healthy  foods,  inadequate 
transportation,  lack  of  exercise  facilities,  and  violence  all  sen/e  to  restrict  the  ability  to  exercise 
and  eat  healthy  foods;  and, 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  people  of  color  tend  to  experience  more  adverse  health 
and  social  consequences  as  a  result  of  their  drinking  and  smoking  as  evidenced  by  higher 
rates  of  hypertension,  the  involvement  of  alcohol  and  other  drugs  in  criminal  activity,  and 
consistently  lower  completion  of  treatment  programs  by  African-Americans  and  Latinos, 
compared  to  whites.  A  San  Francisco  based  study  found  that  the  African  American  and 
Latino  comminutes  have  proportionality  more  billboards  advertising  alcohol  and  tobacco  than 
white  and  Asian  neighborhoods;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  incidence  and  mortality  rate  for  several  major  cancers  including  lung, 
prostate  and  breast  cancers  of  is  highest  among  African  American  men  in  San  Francisco.

African  American  men  are  more  lil<ely  to  get  and  die  from  prostate  cancer  tlian  men  of  any 
other  racial  or  etiinic  group  in  tlie  San  Francisco;  and, 

WHEREAS,  tlie  same  DPH  study  also  found  that  among  African  American  men  violent 
assault  (homicide)  is  the  leading  cause  of  death  and  among  Latino/Hispanic  men  HIV/AIDS  is 
the  leading  cause  of  premature  death.  The  Health  Resources  and  Services  Administration's 
HIV/AIDS  Bureau  (HRSA/HAB)  recognizes  that  substance  abuse  treatment  is  an  important 
component  of  HIV  care  for  many  people  living  with  HIV;  and, 

WHEREAS,  adult  immunizations  can  dramatically  reduce  health  risks,  especially  for 
older  adults.  Still  influenza  and  pneumococcal  immunization  rates  are  significantly  lower  for 
African  American  and  Hispanic  older  adults  than  for  whites;  and, 

WHEREAS,  according  to  the  Center  for  Disease  control  recent  data  suggest  that 
mental  illnesses  are  increasingly  relevant  to  the  mission  of  disease  prevention  and  health 
promotion.  Projections  suggest  that  by  2020,  depression  will  become  the  second  leading 
cause  of  disease  worldwide;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Bayview  Hunters  Point  (10%  of  the  population)  has  both  a  high  prevalence 
of  asthma  relative  to  the  country  and  relatively  higher  hospitalization  rates  for  asthma  relative 
to  other  neighborhoods  in  San  Francisco;  and 

WHEREAS,  research  has  conclusively  shown  that  neighborhoods  without  such 
resource  as  full  service  grocery  stores  and  safe  and  inviting  public  parks  have  higher  rates  of 
premature  death  and  avoidable  hospitalizations  for  chronic  disease  conditions;  and, 

WHEREAS,  significant  disparities  continue  to  persist  in  coverage  levels  for  adults  of 
different  racial  and  ethnic  background.  About  30  percent  of  Hispanic  and  20  percent  of 
African  Americans  lack  a  usual  source  of  health  care  compared  with  less  than  16  percent  of 
whites.

WHEREAS,  United  States  Representative,  John  Conyers,  Jr.  (D  -  Ml),  has  introduced 
House  Resolution  676,  the  United  States  National  Health  Insurance  Act,  in  the  United  States 
House  of  Representatives  for  the  110^*^  Congress,  and  this  act  would  provide  a  universal, 
comprehensive,  single  payer  system  of  high  quality  national  health  insurance;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Rationing  healthcare  according  to  ability  to  pay  has  diminished  the  overall 
health  of  our  citizens  to  the  point  at  which  the  United  Sates  ranks  shamefully  low  at  thirty- 
seventh  in  quality  by  the  World  Health  Organization;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Approximately  80,000  San  Franciscans  lacked  health  insurance  in  2007,

Resolution  supporting  SB  1420 — Nutritional  Information  on  Menus  and  Menu  Boards. 

WHEREAS,  Obesity  rates  in  adults  doubled  over  the  last  twenty  years-currently,  two- 
thirds  of  American  adults  (65%)  are  overweight  or  obese  and  the  percentage  of  seriously 
overweight  children  tripled  in  the  past  two  decades  (from  4%  to  15%);  and, 

WHEREAS,  Obesity  is  a  major  risk  factor  for  many  health  problems,  including  heart 
disease,  which  is  the  leading  cause  of  death  in  the  United  States,  diabetes,  and  some 
cancers;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Since  1994,  pursuant  to  the  Nutrition  Labeling  and  Education  Act  (NLEA), 
food  manufacturers  have  been  required  to  provide  nutritional  information  on  nearly  all 
packaged  foods.  However,  the  NLEA  explicitly  exempts  restaurants;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Americans  spend  46%  of  their  food  dollars  on  foods  prepared  outside  the 
home,  such  as  restaurant  meals,  which  has  risen  from  26%  since  1970;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Larger  portions,  higher  calories,  higher  fat  and  the  lack  of  nutritional 
information  contributes  to  the  health  problems  of  many  Amencans  today;  and, 

WHEREAS,  At  almost  all  restaurants,  people  are  provided  little  to  no  nutritional 
information  and  can  only  guess  as  to  the  nutritional  quality  of  the  food;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Studies  have  found  a  positive  association  between  eating  out  and  higher 
caloric  intakes  and  body  weights.  For  example,  children  eat  almost  twice  as  many  calories 
when  they  eat  a  meal  at  a  restaurant  (770  calories),  than  they  eat  at  home  (420  calories); 
and, 
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WHEREAS,  Recognizing  the  need  for  consumers  to  have  the  information  they  need  to 
make  healthier  choices  when  eating  out,  State  Senator  Alex  Padilla  (D-Pacoima)  has 
introduced  SB  1420;  and, 

WHEREAS,  SB  1420  would  require  chain  restaurants  with  fifteen  or  more  outlets  in 
California  to  provide  nutritional  information  per  item  on  printed  menus  and  menu  boards;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  United  States  District  Court  recently  ruled  that  New  York  City's  menu- 
labeling  ordinance — similar  to  the  provisions  of  SB  1420 — is  legal,  appropriate,  and  in  the 
public  interest;  and, 

WHEREAS,  New  York  City  is  already  implementing  a  menu-labeling  ordinance,  as 
major  food  retailers  have  begun  posting  calorie  counts  on  menu  boards;  and, 

WHEREAS,  SB  1420  is  an  important  step  in  giving  consumers  the  information  they 
need  to  make  healthier  food  choices.  Consumers  have  the  right  to  know  the  nutritional 
content  of  restaurant  meals;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  already  overwhelmingly  passed  a  nearly 
identical  municipal  ordinance  requiring  menu  labeling  at  chain  restaurants;  now,  therefore,  be

WHEREAS,  The  Governing  Board  of  the  California  Independent  System  Operator 
(ISO)  adopted  the  San  Francisco  Action  Plan  (Action  Plan)  which  detailed  the  requirements 
for  closing  the  Hunters  Point  Power  Plant  and  the  Potrero  Power  Plant,  and  the  ISO  has 
continued  to  update  the  Action  Plan  since  its  adoption  in  November  2004;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Hunters  Point  Power  Plant  has  been  closed  consistent  with  the  Action 
Plan;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  seeks  to  close  the  Potrero  Power  Plant  as  soon  as  possible  and 
has  been  working  to  develop  a  plan  to  replace  the  need  for  the  Potrero  Power  Plant  and 
ensure  reliable  electric  service  to  San  Francisco;  and, 

WHEREAS,  New  information  from  the  ISO  in  a  June  2,  2008,  letter  to  the  City 
establishes  that  once  the  Trans  Bay  Cable  is  in  service,  the  Airport  CT  Project  proposed  by 
the  City  will  not  be  required  to  replace  the  reliability  need  for  the  Potrero  Power  Plant  and  the 
ISO  will  agree  to  remove  the  reliability  designation  of  Potrero  Unit  3  even  if  a  replacement 
generation  project  has  not  been  completed;  and, 

WHEREAS,  This  information  is  in  contrast  to  consistent  and  recent  statements  from  the 
ISO  that  the  addition  of  the  Trans  Bay  Cable  would  not  alter  the  requirements  set  forth  in  the 
Action  Plan;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Substantial  transmission  upgrades  to  the  San  Francisco  and  Greater  Bay 
Area  transmission  systems  are  already  underway;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  City  has  repeatedly  stated  its  preference  for  energy  efficiency, 
renewable  energy,  and  transmission  over  fossil-fueled  resources  and,  consistent  with  the 
State's  energy  policies,  has  stated  that  any  fossil-fueled  resources  that  are  required  should  be 
clean,  efficient,  and  flexible  in  order  to  promote  environmental  justice,  reduce  emissions,  and 
complement  increasing  reliance  on  renewable  resources;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Ordinance  124-01  directed  City  departments  to  develop  plans  to 
implement  all  practical  transmission,  conservation,  efficiency,  and  renewable  alternatives  to 
fossil  fuel  generation  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  December  2002,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  unanimously  adopted 
Resolution  827-02,  endorsing  the  Electricity  Resource  Plan  which  identifies  eight  goals  that 
were  developed  through  public  comment  and  used  to  guide  the  plan:  maximize  energy 
efficiency,  develop  renewable  power,  assure  reliable  power,  support  affordable  electric  bills, 
improve  air  quality  and  prevent  other  environmental  impacts,  support  environmental  justice, 
promote  opportunities  for  economic  development,  and  increase  local  control  over  energy 
resources;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  has  spent  significant  resources  to  ensure  that  Mirant's  activities

Home  Supportive  Services  to  eligible  blind,  aged,  and  disabled  persons  to  enable  these 
individuals  to  remain  safely  in  their  homes;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Human  Services  Agency  conducted  a  Request  for  Proposal  for  these 
services  in  January  2005;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  IHSS  Consortium  of  San  Francisco  submitted  a  responsive  and 
responsible  proposal  and  was  awarded  the  contract;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Human  Services  Commission  has  recommended  approval  of  this 
contract  to  the  IHSS  Consortium  of  San  Francisco  at  its  meeting  of  June  10,  2005;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  approved  award  of  this  contract  to  the  IHSS 
Consortium  of  San  Francisco  for  the  period  of  July  1,  2005  to  June  30,  2008,  in  the  amount  of 
$51,433,291  on  August  18,  2005; 

WHEREAS,  The  Aging  and  Adult  Services  Commission  has  recommended  approval  of 
this  amendment  to  IHSS  Consortium  contract  for  an  additional  amount  of  $21,679,795  for  the 
period  from  July  1 ,  2008  to  June  30,  2009  at  it's  regular  meeting  of  June  4,  2008  now 
therefore,  be  it
